Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill;

ROAD RIGHT-OF-WAY ACQUISI- 
TION BY-LAW, 1974 


By-law 1244 
A By-law to Provide for the Acquisition 
of Rights-of-way and Rights-of-entry 
for the Municipal Road Programme. 


WHEREAS the Council is undertaking 
a road construction, widening, improve- 
ment, and reconstruction programme: 

And whereas it is deemed necessary and 
in the public interest to acquire by expro- 
priation and otherwise, real property, 
easements, rights-of-way, and rights-of- 
entry, in order to construct and install the 
necessary municipal works and services 
thereon: 

And whereas it is deemed desirable and 
expedient to exercise the provisions of 
sections 513 (3) and 491 of the Munici- 
pal Act: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Matsqui, in 
Open meeting assembled, enacts as fol- 
lows: 

1. This by-law be cited as the “Road 
Right-of-way Acquisition By-law, 1974”. 

2. For highway purposes and for the 
construction and installation therein and 
thereon of necessary municipal works and 
services, The Corporation of the District 
of Matsqui is hereby authorized, without 
the consent of the owners of the real 
property, but subject to the provisions of 
Division (4) of Part XII of the Municipal 
Act,

or enter into possession of and use 
all and singular those certain par- 
cels or tracts of land and premises 
situate, lying, and being in the 
Municipality of Matsqui, in the 
Province of British Columbia, and

by-law; 
by its servants and agents, to enter 
upon any real property which may 
be injuriously affected by the exer- 
cise of any of the aforesaid powers 
for the purpose of executing any 
works of construction, mainte- 
nance, or repair in mitigation of 
injuries done or apprehended or 
in reduction of compensation;
